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CuLUMiJUs, Ohio, July Fifteenth, \iNp:TEEN-FiFrEEN. 
To the Honorable Frank B. Wjllis, Governor: 

By act of the legislature the departmental year in Ohio has been 
made to coincide with the federal fiscal year. This, the Eighth Annual 
Report of the Department of Banks and Banking, covers therefore only 
the period between November 15, 1914, when the seventh report was 
filed, and June 30, 191 5, the close of the fiscal year. It is a record of 
administration for thirty-two weeks instead of fifty-two weeks. 

Despite profound economic disturbances incident to the world-wnde 
war the history of this period in the banks of Ohio is one of uninter- 
rupted progress and substantial growth. In the preceding three years 
an average of five banks a year^had been closed by the department. Not 
a single bank was closed in the period covered by this report — a fact 
that bears its own testimony to sound financial conditions among Ohio 
institutions. Thirteen new state banks have been incorporated, eight of 
them changed over from private banks ; and the number of state banks 
is now 553. 

The total capital stock of these banks is now 47,159,410.00, a gain 
of $1,663,460.00 for the fiscal year ended June 30, 19 15. The total sur- 
plus fund of these banks is now $30,670,122.94, a gain of $1. 148,912.89 
for the fiscal year. The total undivided profits account of these banks 
is now $11,295,063.15. a gain of $3,368,225.21 for the fiscal year. In 
these three items the state banks of Ohio have built up an additional 
protection to depositors and stockholders of no less than $6,180,598.10. 
Since the organization of this department in 1908, the number of state 
banks has increased from 460 to 553, their capital stock from $37,726,- 
020.34 to $47,159,410.00 and their total resources from $413,984,036.54 
to $650,144,705.55. 

PRIVATE BANKS. 

Since the enactment of the Kennedy Private Banking Act, eflfectivc 
September i, 1913, requiring private banks to report to this department, 
there has been some reduction in their number incident to the liquidation 
of several and to the incorporation of others. Their total number has 
decreased from 216 to 188, and their total resources have decreased 
from $47,048,266.15 to $36,068,086.09. Two items from the comparative 
statement of their condition on September 4, 1913, and June 23, 1915, 
are indicative of the improvement eflPected by state supervision. Their 
overdrafts have been reduced from $717,454.63 to $114,988.26, or more 
than 80 per cent. Their cash items have been reduced from $202,126.53 
to $34,135.45, also a reduction of more than 80 per cent. 
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VI EXECUTIVE DOCUMENTS. 

The outstanding facts in the comparative statement of condition of 
the incorporated state banks on June 30, 1914, and June 23, 1915, are: 
First, a considerable enlargement of loans on real estate; and, second, a 
slight diminution of the municipal bond account. The loans on real 
estate increased between the two periods from $143,748,174.47 to $157,- 
213,230.26 or by $13,465,055.79. The aggregate of municipal bonds 
held by the banks fell between the two periods from $58,970,786.10 to 
$57,458,849.94, a decline of $1,511,936.16. In the period between Sep- 
tember 4, 1913, and June 23, 191 5, the municipal bond holdings of 
private banks decreased from $1,434,067.28 to $884,201.68 or by more 
than one-third. 

EARNINGS. 

During, the calendar year ended January i, 191 5, the state banks 
of Ohio earned $31,793,203.68. O'f this sum about 50 per cent was paid 
out for interest on deposits; about 12 per cent was paid for salaries 
and about 8 per cent for dividends, and about 5 per cent was paid for 
taxes and about 7 per cent charged to surplus account, while 8 per cent 
was consumed by miscellaneous expenses and 9 per cent charged off. 
The significant fact in this showing is that for every dollar Ohio banks 
paid their stockholders in dividends, they paid their depositors four 
dollars in interest. 

While the Federal Currency Act has been of continual service in 
stabilizing interest rates, and removing from the horizon of banking 
any apprehension of monetary stringency, thus far it has quite failed to 
attract state banks to the national system. Only one state bank in Ohio 
has become a national bank since the law went into force. There is one 
less national bank in Ohio than there was a year ago and there are 
twenty-three more state banks. The resources of the 553 incorporated 
state banks of Ohio now stand at $650,144,705.55. a gain for the year 
of $19,198, 615.66. The resources of the 378 national ])anks in Ohio 
now stand at $591,446.75641, a gain of $5,893,708.82. The ratio of 
increase in resources is 3 per cent for state banks to i ]ier cent tor 
national. 

NO BANK FAII.UKES. 

Mindful of its responsibilities to depositors, the department has 
intervened to reform abuses, correct methods, and require a change in 
personnel wherever its examination of banks has disclosed the need 
therefor. It has used its powers above all to conserve, and is glad to 
announce that in every case it has succeeded, so that the ])eriod has 
passed without a bank failure. At the same time, the affairs of failed 
banks, whose liquidation it took over from the preceding administration. 
have been economically and efficiently conducted through a bureau in 
the department with an attorney in charge. The services of outside 
attorneys have been largely dispensed with, and the task of gathering 
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in and distributing the resources of these defunct institutions has been 
accomplished at a small fraction of the cost that was assessed on 
depositors under the old system. It has been a work of practical 
conservation. 

The following named banks have been completely liquidated in the 
period between November 15, 1914 and June 30, 1915, with total divi- 
dends as follows:

EXAMINATIONS. 

In examining banks emphasis has been laid on thoroughness, re- 
gardless of the time and effort required to secure a faithful exhibit of 
their affairs. The excellent conditions found to obtain among them 
reflect the policies of the department as well as their own progressive 
purpose. As in other lines of business, the director of the old school, 
ignorant of the matters for which he is responsible and negligent of a 
trust, has all but passed; the directors of Ohio banks are actually 
directing. Those institutions that have granted excessive loans and 
permitted overdrafts are more and more conforming to sound banking 
practice. Between June 30, 1914 and June 23, 191 5, the state banks 
reduced their overdrafts by 6 per cent, their furniture and fixtures 
account by 26 per cent and their bond premiums account by 34 per cent 
— an achievement heartily to be commended. As already noted, the 
overdrafts in private banks have been reduced in less than two years 
by more than 80 per cent. 

Reports of condition from the banks were called for December 31, 
1914, March 4, 1915, May i, 191S and June 23, 1915. The number of 
banks under supervision June 30, 1915 was: state banks 553; private 
banks 188; branch banks 56; total 797. 

The first adequate examinations of invested trusts have been made 
under the present administration of the department. Largely because 
of the magnitude of the field, previous examinations of these trusts had 
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been superficial. For the first time comparisons have been made be- 
tween the original instruments creating the trusts and the declarations 
attached to the ledger accounts of the companies executing the trusts. 
Wills have been examined and accounts checked up to see if steward- 
ship had complied with the instructions of testators and with the law. 

A phenomenon of the foreign quarters in all large American cities 
has been the steamship agent who purports only to make remittances 
abroad but who receives deposits and conducts a banking business. How 
by this means the credulous of each alien race are often preyed upon by 
their own countrymen is now well understood. The department has 
undertaken to end this form of oppression. In the chief cities of the 
state it has refused the applications of a large number of financially 
irresponsible men of foreign birth to organize private banks. The 
service it is performing is of a kindred sort with that which it is pre- 
paring to undertake in regulating loans to the poor. 

For the period of this report the department submits proofs of 
increased efficiency and successful economy. It has reduced the num- 
ber of employes from thirty-eight to twenty-six and has cut its payroll 
about one thousand dollars a month. Out of the short appropriation, 
covering the period from February 15 to June 30, 1915, it has saved 
$1,230.75, which money reverts to the state. Yet with decreased pay- 
rolls it has enlarged its service to the commonwealth, having supervised 
553 state banks, as against the 530 existing at the close of the last fiscal 
year. This showing is due to the zeal and industry of the examiners 
and office force of the department, to whose intelligent devotion to a 
trust it is both a pleasure and a dut}- to bear testimony. 

NEW BANKING LAWS. 

The legislature of 1915 made additions to the body of banking 
laws, the more important of which are as follows: 

Permitting the superintendent of banks to require deputies, clerks and 
examiners to furnish bonds for the faithful performance of their duties; 

Requiring the superintendent of banks to examine banks and kindred institu- 
tions "at least once each year and as often as he may deem necessary"; 

Prescribing that each bank and kindred institution shall pay an annual 
inspection fee of twenty-five dollars instead of thirty dollars, and in addition 
thereto one-ninetieth instead of one-seventy-fifth .of one percent of its aggregate 
resources in excess of $100.000.(M) ; 

Providing that in the liquidation of failed banks no attorney's fees or other 
expenses shall be paid out "until an account of such expense shall have been 
filed with, and the approval thereto has been had of the conmion pleas court 
of the county" where the bank is located; 

Directing that all dividends and deposits unclaimed six months after the 
final order of distribution has been made in the case of liquidated banks shall 
be deposited with the treasurer of state as custodian, subject to the order of 
the superintendent of banks, and after five years shall be paid into the state 
treasury upon warrant of the auditor of state; 
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Removing the limitation that no private bank shall receive more than 50 
percent of the public funds deposited by any political subdivision of the state, 
but retaining the limitation that the amount so deposited shall not exceed $500,- 
000.00; 

Requiring under penalty the deposit at interest, in banks, of funds by town- 
ship trustees and boards of education; 

Permitting representatives of the banking department to exchange informa- 
tion with clearing association examiners; 

Declaring it a felony, for any person "with intent to defraud" to make or 
deliver a check or draft on any bank or other depository in which he "never 
had any funds or credit." 

The above new provisions give the department more latitude in the 
number of bank examinations it may require; assure its examiners the 
acquisition of infonnation not available heretofore; provide an addi- 
tional guaranty for the fidelity of its employes; better distribute and 
somewhat reduce the cost of bank examinations; improve depositary 
conditions; make a natural disposition of unclaimed funds in failed 
banks ; surround the liquidation of these banks with legal safeguards 
that experience has shown are needed, and effect what may only be 
called a beginning in penalizing the fraudulent uttering of checks. 

EXPANDING JURISDICTION. 

The year 191 5 is notew-orthy in the history of the banking depart- 
ment as the year wherein its jurisdiction has been made complete over 
practically every function of credit and investment in Ohio, except 
building and loan companies, life insurance, public utilities and munici- 
pal bond issues. 

Its service to the state now covers many fields left untouched by 
the act creating the department in 1908 . It has brought private banks 
under its supervision, their adjustment to conditions prescribed by the 
law of 1915 having been practically completed under the present ad- 
ministration. It is operating now under a Blue Sky Act, so enabled by 
the legislature of 191 5 as to give its powers more exact definition and 
to enlarge its means for investigating the affairs of companies which 
seek to market securities in Ohio. In the work of safeguarding invest- 
ors from misrepresentation and flagrant fraud the department now has 
agencies and methods which it deems competent to cope with the va- 
rious devices of get-rich-quick operators. Acting under the powers 
conferred upon it by the so-called Toan Shark act. passed at the recent 
legislative session, it is preparing to take under its protection the bor- 
rowings of the poor. At the other end of the economic scale, it is doing 
pioneer work in the examination of trust companies, a field as yet 
imperfectly charted, but. the scene of fiduciary investment operations 
mounting into hundreds of millions of dollars. The latest enlargement 
of its province comes to it from the Federal Currency Act. which gives 
national banks the right to act as trustee, executor, administrator or 
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registrar of stocks and bonds "when not in contravention of state or 
local law.'* Under this act, the department will examine the trusts of 
national banks. 

Thus it has become the task of this department to protect the very 
poor who borrow on chattel mortgage; the wage-earner with a savings 
account; the merchant with a checking account; the investor who buys 
into new promotions in expectation of more than a savings l)ank re- 
turn; and the assets of great estates confided by testators to the care of 
trust companies.. The contacts with the economic welfare of the peoi)lc 
run from end to end of the social scale. 

CHATTEL LOANS. 

The law establishing a Loan Regulation Bureau in this department 
— the so-called Loan Shark Law — will not go into effect until August 
II. This report can therefore only announce progress in the formula- 
tion of plans for its administration, and register the pur])osc of the 
superintendent so to enforce it that the chattel loan business shall be 
put on a higher plane, but by all means shall be preserved to continue 
the vital economic function it performs in the lives of the i)oor. 

Prior to this act loans on chattels and on assignments of salary 
had been under the supervision of the Secretary of State, so far as they 
had been supervised at all. The maximum interest charge under the 
superseded Haas law was i8 per cent, but this limit was widely over- 
stepped in practice. Indeed, the old restrictions upon licensees who 
loaned money on chattel security bred a class of veritable loan sharks 
who would not lend on chattel security but made their loans on plain 
notes. Thus they kept outside the law's jurisdiction and had free field 
to charge needy borrowers whatever the latter would stand. There is 
evidence that in cases these charges reached from 60 to 70 per cent for 
an average five months' loan. These claims and accounts had no legal 
standing. They could not be collected by process of law. Rut they 
were almost surely collectible by the processes of intimidation of which 
the loan shark availed. 

The new law brings the lenders on plain note transactions and all 
other lenders at more than banking interest, save pawnbrokers operating 
under municipal licenses, under the jurisdiction of this department. It 
fixes the limit for interest and other charges at 3 per cent a month and 
forbids all bonuses, fees, expenses or other demands that would raise 
the total above this figure; but it permits of an inspection fee of one 
dollar upon sums less than fifty dollars. No assignment of more than 
50 per cent of salary or wages to secure a loan shall be valid, and wife 
or husband must, in writing, assent to the assignment. Every person 
or company engaged in this business must take out a license annually, 
paying one hundred dollars therefor, and file a bond for two thousand 
dollars. The law prescribes a fine for the first ofTense against its pro- 
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visions, and a jail sentence for the second, x^n annual inspection by 
the banking department of individuals or companies in the loaning busi- 
ness is required. 

SOCIAL SERVICE. 

The department sees in this law an opportiuiity for genuine social 
service. The act puts the authority of the state at the disposal of those 
who are necessitous, and perhaps ignorant of their rights, and of whose 
need and ignorance a monstrous advantage has often been taken. It 
should be a real agency in mitigating poverty. It applies to credit opera- 
tions that at present bulk at least $5,000,000.00, and when fully admin- 
istered should effect a saving to the people of the state of perhaps $1,- 
000,000.00 a year. 

In undertaking this protective work, it is the policy of the depart- 
ment equally to assure the rights of the men engaged in the chattel 
loan business. They occupy an itidispensable place in the economic life 
of the masses. Unforseen emergencies drive people to them as disease 
drives people to the physician. There must be a proper working rela- 
tion between the two classes — on the one hand willingness to comply 
with a reasonable law, on the other to keep sacred the covenant implied 
in a promise to pay. These classes, which have long regarded each 
other as legitimate prey, one to exact hard terms, the other to break 
them, are at last in a way to achieve the mutually respectful and ad- 
vantageous understanding that obtains between a bank and its custom- 
ers. By inspection, by compulsion, by co-operation, the department is 
preparing to assure a condition where the men who make chattel and 
salary loans may claim with the general assent t-hat, in the best sense 
of the word, they are "the bankers of the poor". 

In this work the remedial cpmpanies of the state, already bene- 
ficially active, can do much. Their assistance is invited. 

THE BLUE SKY ACT. 

The department is able to report that the Blue Sky Act, which 
went into effect in 1913 and was subject during 1914 to an application 
necessarily experimental, is now fully administered. It has become, in 
good measure, a self-operative statute. Its very existence has driven 
from the field a large number of concerns, chartered in other states, 
which had been selling to unwary Ohio investors shares of no merit in 
irrigation, orchard, oil and other ventures, located in remote parts of 
the country. 

One of the important duties of the department has been to in- 
vestigate on the ground these concerns, which must have its license 
before they can sell parcels of land or stocks in Ohio. Without any 
cost to the state or to the investing public its investigators have visited 
desert, orchard and mining regions to see that the property was there 
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and had the intrinsic value claimed, and that a good title could be given 
by the vendors. This inspection accomplished, it has been the care of 
the department to see that the companies were not paying such salaries 
or commissions as stamped them as fraudulent or foredoomed them to 
collapse; and to see that they did not misstate facts in marketing their 
securities. Many companies have been compelled to alter their plans 
or have been refused licenses altogether. The sums saved to the people 
of the state by the barring out of concerns whose promotions were 
found wanting total several million dollars. 

At the same time examination has been made or is making into the 
affairs of various Ohio industrial companies and of the securities firms 
that sell their stocks. The department requires that the representations 
by salesmen and in advertising circulars shall in every respect conform 
to facts. It is glad to report that dealers in general are manifesting 
zeal in complying with its requirements. The administration of the 
Blue Sky Act has entailed continuing and considerable responsibilities.

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CONSTITUTIONAL PROVISION. 
Article XV. 

Section io. Appointments and promotions in the Civil Service 
of the state, the several counties and cities, shall be made according to 
merit and fitness, to be ascertained, as far as practicable, by competitive 
examinations. Laws shall be passed providing for the enforcement of 
this provision. 
(Election September 3, 1912. Votes: "Yes", 306, 767; **No", 204, 580). 
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The Honorable Frank B. Willis, Governor of the State of Ohio, 
Columbus, Ohio. 

Sir: — The ^tate Civil Service Commission of Ohio respectfully 
submits for your consideration the following report for the year 1915, 
as provided by paragraph 7 of Section 486-7 of the Civil Service Law: 

This report for the year 191 5 covers the administration of two 
separate and distinct laws by three separate and distinct commissions. 
Following the resignation on July 15, 1915, of Samuel A. Hoskins, 
Charles I. Brown and Charles H. Bryson, Civil Service Commissioners 
appointed on August 31, 1913, by the Honorable James M. Cox, who 
was then Governor of Ohio, you appointed Z. B. Campbell, S. D. Webb 
and Charles C. German, who served until August 30, 191 5, when, the 
Barnes-Moore Civil Service Law, passed by the last Legislature, became 
effective. On August 30, 1915, you appointed Z. B. Campbell and S. D. 
Webb as Commissioners under the provisions of the new^ Civil Service 
Law. 

The present Commission has worked under many difficulties. The 
law which became effective August 31, 191 5, threw open to competition 
hundreds of positions throughout the service. New provisions of the 
law made necessary a readjustment of methods, and a revising of records. 

Civil Service is new in Ohio, so new, in fact, that few citizens 
of the state really understand its nature and scope, and even depart- 
ment heads are not fully adjusted to the new order. The change in 
political administration of state affairs brought with it all the political 
elements so trying even to an old and well-established civil service 
system. 

Discretionary powers conferred or implied by the law have added 
to the difficulties at such a time, as well as to the responsibilities of the 
Commissioners. Practically every department of the state service has 
asked, and even demanded, exemption of certain positions. 

Most of our problems are, of course, familiar to students of civil 
service reform. We mention them here merely to indicate the trying 
and unfavorable conditions under which we have worked. However, 
our work has been done always with honest intent to carry out both 
the letter and spirit of the law. We have taken seriously our oath and 
your instructions as to the administration of the law. 

The law has been written into the Statutes of Ohio by the Legisla- 
ture, and we have seen no difference between our obligation to admin- 
ister it and the obligation of all other officials to administer the laws 
under which their departments operate. We have fully realized that 
our function is administrative, and have not sought to read any pro- 
visions into the law. We have been guided in our iterpretations by 
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the Attorney General. When mistakes have been made, we have cor- 
rected them to the best of our ability, as they have been discovered. 

In enforcing the law, we have fully realized that w-e must secure 
the respect and support of department heads and employes in the pub- 
lic service as well as of the public at large. The best results cannot be 
secured without constructive co-operation by officials and employes. 
We do not believe in the **watch-dog" type of Civil Service, although 
there are unfortunately isolated cases where this type of administration 
must be applied. 

We have given the fullest possible publicity to our acts and grate- 
fully acknowledge our obligation to the press of the state for the 
generally fair and ini])artial treatment accorded us. A civil service 
commission deserted by the press and the public without a full and 
impartial hearing is a sorry spectacle, and cannot be much blamed for 
making mistakes. We have courted investigation and honest helpful 
criticism. In this connection we desire to thank you most cordially for 
your constant moral suj^ort and your often-expressed wish to see the 
law fully and impartially enforced. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

It is a tremendous task to prepare satisfactory eligible lists for the 
thousands of positions in the classified service of the state and counties, 
embracing as it does almost every conceivable vocation and profession. 

Section 486-10 of the General Code provides that examinations 
shall be competitive, practical in character, free for all, and shall relate 
directly to those matters which will fairly test the relative capacity of 
the persons examined to disharge the particular duties of the position 
for which appointment is sought. IJoth the letter and the spirit of this 
section of the law have been observed by the Commission in conducting 
examinations. It has been the constant aim to test applicants for 
examinations along practical lines as determined by the duties of the 
positions to which the applicants aspire. 

There are, of course, many radically different theories and opinions 
as to what constitutes a practical examination. For some positions there 
is little room for difference of opinion. It is a simple matter to devise 
tests of speed and accuracy and command of English for stenographic 
positions. Applicants for scientific and professional positions may be 
given tests in the profession or science which they will be called upon 
to practice if appointed. For clerical positions, however, the require- 
ments are not so definite. 

Many hold that the relative merit of applicants for clerical posi- 
tions should be represented by a certain degree of general intelligence, 
and that tests in the actual performance of the duties of certain posi- 
tions are not always fair. It is held that, given the necessary 
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intelligence, an appointee soon gains proficiency in the clerical work of 
any department. 

Many Commissions have devised tests to determine the general 
intelligence, mental training, and development of applicants trending to 
enable them to adapt themselves readily to the duties of the position. 
We believe that tests of general intelligence are more satisfactory for 
entrance to the minor clerical positions than tests where eligibility 
is determined by a high mark in an examination requiring special 
knowledge. 

For many of the higher positions, where executive or administrative 
ability is required, candidates must submit evidence as to their train- 
ing and experience tending to qualify. Such evidence is carefully 
investigated. A thesis or report is also required, dealing with some 
poblem they may be called upon to handle, if appointed to the position 
sought. This, we believe, is substantially the plan followed with satis- 
factory results by many other civil service commissions. 

Written examinations are not, in all cases, sufficient to test the 
practical knowledge of candidates, and should be supplemented by an 
oral test. The personality and adaptability of the applicant are very 
important factors affecting his fitness for many positions. These cannot 
be determined satisfactorily by any means which do not include personal 
contact with the applicant. A supplementary oral and personality test 
is, therefore, necessary in order to answer all the requirements in cases 
of a certain character. Many applicants for some of the minor positions 
cannot well express themselves in writing. In other cases, written 
answes are incomplete and unsatisfactory. 

There are also many positions which require in applicants the 
ability, either by endowment of nature, or by acquirement from broad 
experience and contact with people, to adapt themselves to people and 
circumstances, as well as the possession of tact, discretion, force of 
character, and similar qualities. In such cases,^ a personal inspection and 
measurement of the peculiar qualities desired in applicants by actual 
contact, is the only means by which satisfactory results can be obtained. 
Likewise, an oral examination discovers faults and defects not ascer- 
tainable in any other way, and corrects or amends to a certain extent 
the results of the written test. 

With these ideas in mind, the Commission has used an oral exami- 
nation in connection with examinations for many positions. This test, 
combined with the written examination, is simply applyng, with some 
elaboration, the same selective method any progressive employer would 
use in selecting an employe. An employer would require of the appli- 
cant proper letters of recommendation, question him carefully on his 
experience, and endeavor to determine his good business sense, possibly 
require some exhibition of practical skill, and perhaps submit him to 
some modified form of written examination — the extent of such -iitves- 
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tigation, of course, being limited by the time to be spared for the 
purpose. The oral, however, while one of the most important portions 
of any test, is not given a weight sufficient to enable an examiner by 
this means alone to determine the relative standing of applicants appear- 
ing before him. In most cases it is given a weight of only one or two 
points out of ten. 

The Commission has provided a definite standard for the checking 
of personal qualities, and a very high grade or a very low grade must 
be accompanied by definite explanation. In the more important exami- 
nations, the Commission provided for the oral grading of applicants by 
different individuals. On the whole we believe that in the oral w^e have 
introduced a very important element in determining merit and fitness. 
Our examiners are being specially trained in applying the oral test, 
and are making special effort to secure uniformity in the grading of 
such test, so that we feel sure the results obtained will speak for 
themselves. 

We are pleased to note that the time-worn criticism that our 
examinations are not practical because so little stress is put on an appli- 
cant's experience, is failing rapidly. Increased weight has been given 
to experience in all examinations where it is a definite* and necessary 
factor. Experience is graded from a swoni statement by the applicant, 
and only after as careful investigation . as our time and facilities will 
permit. 

We are just at this time giving special attention to our system of 
grading and investigating experience, and a few months should bring 
results that will satisfy even the most critical. As a matter of fact, 
this Commission is in position to make a more careful investigation than 
department heads could possibly do, *or a private employer have the 
time or inclination to make. 

Physical tests have been made a part of all examinations for posi- 
tions where physical fitness is an important factor. There is, of course, 
nothing unusual or new in such tests. 

The work of standardization now being done by the Efficiency 
Division is throwing more light upon the problems of the Examination 
Division. Increasing care is being used in preparing examinations. 
Before any test is prepared, the department heads are fully consulted, 
the duties of the position for which the examination is being held are 
carefully defined, and the kind of eligible desired from the standpoint 
of experience and education is determined as definitely as possible. In 
this w^ay we are constantly improving our methods. 

Civil Service laws proceed upon the basic idea that merit and fit- 
ness for the public service can be tested by examination. The practical 
working out of this idea requires experts in selective methods, as well 
as specialists in particular fields. We are seeking in every way possible 
to. ^rain and develop our own examining staff and wherever necessary 
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or desirable, have sought the advice and assistance of specialists and 
men of experience, both in and out of the public service. The readiness 
with which this assistance has in every case been rendered, and usually 
without compensation, has been a source of much gratification to ypur 
Commissioners, who take this means of giving expression of their 
appreciation of the distinguished service and cordial co-operation with 
which they have been favored. 

There can be, of course, no more vital point in connection with the 
administration of civil service than the integrity of the examinations. 
We consider this of paramount importance, and have made it our first 
consideration. No pains have been spared to guard against even the 
appearance of evil in this direction. All examination questions are care- 
fully sealed before leaving the office, and all manuscripts are likewise 
returned to the office under official seal affixed in the examination room 
in the presence of applicants. The papers are handled throughout with 
the same degree of care, and we feel ourselves in a position to assert 
with confidence that any charge of unfairness must either be lacking in 
sincerity, or based on a total misconception of the facts. In all cases, 
the facts are readily ascertainable, since the records of the office are 
open, and all honest inquiries are welcomed. 

In insuring the greatest possible degree of accuracy in the Examina- 
tion Division, the Commission has made it a rule to have all papers 
graded by two or more examiners, working independently. Subsequent 
comparison of results and re-examination of papers, whenever any mate- 
rial difference in grades is thus disclosed, reduces error to a minimum. 

In connection with the institutional service of the state, plans have 
been worked out by this and the former Commission whereby many 
of the burdens and handicaps of Civil Service administration in such 
institutions have been eliminated. It was found to be impossible for 
the Commission itself to create and maintain satisfactory eligible lists 
for such institutions, scattered throughout the state, because of the fact 
that their minor employes are a floating class. The nature of the service 
to be performed, and the compensation paid are so unattractive as to 
practically eliminate competition by desirable applicants. 

Early in the year, local examining boards were appointed at the 
various state normal colleges, universities, and institutions under the 
State Board of Administration, as well as independent state institutions. 
Only a few days ago, after many conferences and much correspondence, 
with superintendents of county infirmaries and children's homes, and 
after conference with a committee appointed by the Ohio Conference 
of Charities, a plan was worked out whereby the superintendent of each 
children's home and the superintendent of each county infirmary, has 
been designated a "special examiner'* of the Civil Service Commission 
authorized to examine and qualify for appointment applicants for all 
positions (except matron) in his institution. 
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Under pressure of more important duties, the Commission has not 
been able to establish a system for the registration of labor throughout 
the state and, for the time being, practically all temporary and intermit- 
tent laborers are exempted by necessity from the jurisdiction of the 
Civil Service Commission. We, however, fully realize our responsibility 
in this direction, and will put into effect the provisions of the law in 
regard to labor registration at the earliest possible time. 

PROMOTIONS. 

Section 486-15 of the General Code provides that promotions shall 
be made in so far as practicable by competitive promotional examina- 
tions. This is a wise provision but is most difficult to fairly execute at 
this time, in the absence of a standardized service and defined lines of 
promotion such as contemplated by Section 486-18 of the General Code 
relating to efficiency. 

It is impossible to determine who should be eligible to compete in 
promotional examinations. The section above referred to provides also 
that promotions shall be based upon a fair estimate of the employe's 
efficiency and seniority. Any such fair estimate is impossible in the 
absence of complete records of performance covering a period of some 
time prior to the date of examination. Records of this kind cannot be 
installed or maintained until the service is classified and standardized. 

The idea, too, is strongly implanted in the minds of supervising 
officers that promotional examinations interfere with the discretion 
which they should be allowed to exercise. The task of building up an 
efficient administrative machine falls to the lot of the administrator in 
the state service as well as in private service. It is for him to place 
the right man in the right place, to functionalize work and group sub- 
ordinates, to clarify responsibility and the relation of subordinates, to 
specify with definiteness the tasks to be performed by each employe 
with reference to kind, quantity, and time of performance. These con- 
siderations amply justify appointing officers in feeling that they should 
be allowed reasonable freedom in making promotions within their 
departments as they may deem for the best interest of the service. 

As a Civil Service Commission, we believe that co-operation is 
absolutely necessary if progress in administration is to be made, and if 
the final results are to be of lasting benefit to the public service. 

While competition and promotion are the very foundation of civil 
service reform, we have found it impracticable, for the reasons stated 
above, to secure satisfactory results from promotional examinations, 
except in a few cases. For the present, therefore, we have adopted the 
plan of allowing promotions within departments without competitive 
promotional examinations, upon the recommendation of appointing 
officers, where the work performed is a natural preparation for the bet- 
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ter position, and when satisfactory evidence is furnished to show that 
a promotion is desen'ed. 

So many other things must be accompHshed before a satisfactory 
promotional system can be effectively applied, that we feel a .certain 
justification in this policy. We realize, however, that a promotional 
system is of the utmost importance, and assure you we are heartily in 
favor of its application when the proper foundation is laid. . Just at this 
time it appears that when examinations are necessary, better results 
can be secured by throwing them open to competition by applicants both 
in and out of the service, than by conducting promotional examinations. 

ORGANIZATION AND RECORDS. 

The organization and distribution of our working force adopted to 
carry out the work of this department, is clearly shown in the graphic 
organization chart appearing at the beginning of this report. The 
administrative work has been assigned as follows: 

As Chairman of the Commission, Z. B. Campbell has assumed gen- 
eral charge of the administrative, efficiency and publicity divisions, 
while S. D. Webb has assumed general supervision of examinations, 
records and investigations. 

The new law provided that within thirty days after the appointment 
of the Commission a Secretary should be selected who should also be 
ex-officio Chief Examiner. In accordance with this provision, the Civil 
Service Commission concjucted an open, competitive examination for 
Secretary and ex-officio Chief Examiner of the Commission on Sep- 
tember 27th, and selected for appointment K. McKinley, who stood 
highest on the eligible list as a result of this examination. 

Early in the year, the former Civil Service Commission had begun 
a reorganization of the department and a systematic study and correc- 
tion of defects in the system and methods. This policy has been con- 
tinued by the present Commission with the result that the clerical work 
and records of the department are now in excellent condition. 

We have been able to dispense with the services of two stenograph- 
ers and, in many ways, have simplified details, and introduced improved 
systems. Since moving to our present quarters, the employes of the 
Record Division have been able to accomplish more work with less 
effort because of the improved working conditions as to light, ventila- 
tion, and arrangement of desks, files, etc. 

The work of the Record Division has also been greatly aided by the 
following : 

Monthly reports of changes are now required of each state institu- 
tion, giving all appointments, resignations, discharges, and all other 
changes which affect the pay roll in any way. 

Special examining boards have been appointed in each state institu- 
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tion by the Commission, and these institutions have thus been enabled 
to secure unskilled labor more quickly, and to get persons better adapted 
for such work. This method of examination and appointment of such 
employes greatly lessens the work of approving pay rolls and making 
certifications. 

The Highway Dei)artment, because of the magnitude and scope of 
its work, furnished many problems, but since the positions of rodmen, 
chainmen, intermittent and temporary laborers, etc., have been placed 
in the unclassified service, the work incident to that Department is 
much less burdensome. 

Also the fact that appointments under the Highway Department 
are made by the County Highway Superintendent since the Cass Law 
went into eflPect has lessened the complications of the record work in 
connection with this Department. 

The county payrolls are now fairly well established, and the check- 
ing of such payrolls is a great help in making certifications. The certifi- 
cation of payrolls, in accordance with Section 486-21 of the law, has 
proved to be an effetcual method of detecting and remedying violations. 

In handling the work of this division, every effort has been made 
to secure a constant and speedy forward movement of all details, and 
we feel that much improvement has been made. Our clerks are striving 
in every way possible to make this Division a model of simplicity and 
system. 

The work being done by the Efficiency Division is fullv set forth 
in another section of this report. 

In the Examination Division, much improvement has been brought 
about by a study and re-organization by the Efficiency Division. For- 
merly all examiners worked together in one large room where interrup- 
tions were frequent, and where it was impossible to concentrate on their 
work. Examiners have now been assigned to separate rooms where they 
can work singly or in pairs, without disturbance. 

This Division is co-operating with the Efficiency Division in pre- 
paring examinations. All comments and criticisms are noted and dis- 
cussed at frequent meetings of the Examining Board, and an extensive 
set of files is being started containing all data bearing upon Civil Service 
administration and employment methods, which will be useful in pre- 
paring examinations and improving methods. We have consulted with 
other Commissions and have a rather complete library of civil service 
books and reports. 

^Monthly reports, showing the work accomplished by each examiner 
are now required. In this way, the Commission is attempting to con- 
trol as much as possible the output of examiners. In the beginnings 
there was lack of organization in this Division. The methods and work 
were faulty, and there was no system or records through which the 
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Commission could ascertain the experience of the Examination Division 
in connection with previous examinations. 

Through the Efficiency Division the Commission expects to make 
a careful study of results of all examinations, and follow competitors 
into service when appointed, and in this way secure every possible bit 
of information that will assist us in raising the standard of our examina- 
tions, as well as of the service. 

This work has resulted in : 

1 . Improvement in the type of examinations. 

2. Improvement in methods in the Examination Division. 

3. Improvement in the method of advertising examinations. 

4. The addition of physical examinations for candidates for some of the 
competitive positions. 

5. The addition of the oral examination. 

PUBLICITY. 

The Publicity Division, in charge of an experienced newspaper man, 
under the direction of the chairman, is rendering very valuable and 
satisfactory service. A booklet of information for those desiring to 
enter the classified service has been prepared for distribution. This 
has saved much correspondence, and has been the means of acquaint- 
ing thousands of citizens of the state with the method of procedure to 
secure a position in the classified service. 

It is very important to give publicity to the detailed operations of 
the Commission for the information of the public. Much valuable work 
has been done along this line by the Publicity Division. Of course, it 
is very necessary that examinations be widely advertised and that the 
public be fully acquainted with the opportunities in the classified service 
in order that eligible lists resulting from examinations be of the high- 
est character. It is impossible to secure high-class eligible lists unless 
we have high-class applicants for positions in the public service. The 
public must be educated to the genuineness of civil service administra- 
tion, and must be led through practical knowledge to look upon the pub- 
lic service as a profession. 

Our method of advertising examinations is probably more satisfac- 
tory than that of most civil service commissions of the country. The 
newspapers of the state have co-operated with us in every possible way. 
Our scheduled examinations have been given the fullest publicity in 
newspapers throughout the state. In this respect, the newspapers have 
rendered a great service to the State of Ohio, and we desire here to 
express our appreciation of their service and co-operation. 

EFFICIENCY. 

Section 486-18 of the Civil Service Law was intended to provide for 
those inquiries and studies necessary to a successful inauguration and 
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administration of the law. Curiously enough, this i^ one section of the 
law that even the most radical opponents of civil service admit may be 
worth while. The authority thus granted to the Commission marks the 
beginning of central supervision over the efficiency of the state adminis- 
trative service. Surely no department of the state government is more 
vitally concerned with a work of this kind than the Civil Service 
Commission. 

Certain fundamental information is necessary to a civil service com- 
mission in order to intelligently undertake the preparation and holding 
of examinations. In this connection, the Efficiency Division thus created 
is an experimental and investigational bureau for the improvement of 
selective methods. Through it, the Commission can study and analyze 
its methods of selection, and follow the employe into service to verify 
or condemn its judgment accordingly as the employe selected by it does 
or does not make good in his employment. The Commission may in 
this way keep fully informed of its own deficiencies. 

However, this section of the law did not intend that the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission's responsibility should end simply with the selection of 
competent eligibles. Civil Service reform to protect the state from 
exploitation by the spoilsman in office will increasingly become less 
necessary than civil service reform to help to success the official who 
wants to make good. The battle against the spoilsman has sometimes 
tended to make civil service reformers more intent on competition for 
appointment than upon performance after appointment. 

No tenure of office should be created or sustained except that based 
upon efficiency and good behavior. It is important that the daily work 
of incumbents in the state service be efficient and profitable to the public. 
Some record must be kept of such performance, and some agency must 
take the responsibility for the removal of employes who are inefficient 
on their own account, as well as for the correction of departmental con- 
ditions which make good work impossible or unnecessarily difficult. 
Raising the standard of efficiency and abolishing sinecures will con- 
siderably lessen the number of employes required for the various func- 
tions of state government. Employes should know that unless they 
keep up to a reasonable standard of faithfulness, attendance, and pro- 
ficiency, they will automatically force themselves out of the service. The 
moral eflfect of the work of an efficiency bureau in this connection is 
positive and helpful far beyond its cost. 

The correlation of pay with results achieved is also very necessary 
to the satisfactory working of the Civil Service Law. 

The work of the Efficiency Division is being carried on by the sec- 
retary and an efficiency examiner under the general supervision and 
direction of our chairman. The plan under which it is working may 
briefly be outlined as follows: 
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1. STANDARDS OF EMPLOYMENT. Wc must know what each em- 
ploye in the state service is doing in order that we may establish stand- 
ards of education and experience for every position in the service, and 
in order that the Commission may select competent eligibles with uniform 
certainty. Proper methods of examination can not be worked out in 
the absence of complete and accurate knowledge of the duties of every 
position in the classified service. 

2. CORRECT CLASSIFICATION. Positions in the service should be 
classified according to vocational and functional similarity. 

3. GRADES WITHIN CLASSES. Each class of the service should be 
graded according to the degree of responsibility and the difficulty of the 
work to be performed. 

Proper grading of each class will enable the Commission to give 
titles to classified positions that will be descriptive of the duties of the 
positions, and having established such a classification and g^rading, the 
Commission will not be put to the necessity of conducting separate exam- 
inations for each title. 

4. UNIFORM SALARIES. It is very important, in order that competent 
employes may be retained and that incumbents be satisfied as well as for 
the financial good of the state, that salaries be fixed to correspond to 
the duties of positions. Heretofore it has been customary to fix salaries 
to fit individuals rather than the duties of the positions. 

An individual doing simple clerical work in one department may be 
drawing $600.00 per annum, while an individual performing the same 
simple work in another department may be drawing $1800.00. Such in- 
consistencies are very common. 

Finance committees have never had any statement of the duties ot 
positions or any comparative analysis of the service upon which to ba-* 
their judgment as to the necessity for appropriations asked. 

The state will never be able to secure a dollar's worth of service 
for every dollar expended until some such analysis has made plain the 
need for appropriations. 

5. DEFINED LINES OF PROMOTION BASED UPON DUTIES AND 
RESPONSIBILITIES. The Commission has never been able to judge 
when a promotional examination was for the interest of the service. It 
has never been known definitely who should be allowed to take part in 
such promotional examinations. Qassification and grading the service is 
the only method by which such lines of promotion can be definitely and 
satisfactorily established. 

6. CORRECT ORGANIZATION SYSTEM AND METHODS. It is 
readily apparent that many state departments are below the business 
standard of organization system and methods. 

The analysis of the service includes the charting of each depart- 
ment, and the tracing through of all details, so that the need for reor- 
ganization and improved system and methods will be made very apparent 
wherever departments are not up to the standard. 

7. MEASURED SERVICE. When positions have been classified and a 
correct organization and system secured, it will be possible to measure 
the service of each individual as well as each department. 

8. COST FIGURING OF MEN, MATERIAL AND MACHINERY. 
After this foundation of anlysis is laid, the work of the Division can 
be greatly extended to the profit of the state in figuring the cost of 
various kinds of personal service and various materials and machinery 
used by the state. 
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9. INDIVIDUAL AND GROUP EFFICIENCY. Other Civil Service 
Commissions, after many years of experience, have found it impossible 
to keep any reliable record of individual or departmental performance 
in* the absence of a standardized service, such as the Efficiency Division 
has in mind. 

The factors that make for efficiency in each class must be carefully 
grouped and separately rated. An investigation of this fascinating field 
of efficiency will convince the student that no general method will suffice. 
Efficiency measured by individual judgment is of little value. There must 
be provided a definite uniform score or measure for each grade and 
group before individual efficiency can be satisfactorily and justly de- 
termined. 

WHAT HAS ALREADY BEEN ACCOMPLISHED. 

The Efficiency Division has secured a statement of the duties of 
classified positions in every state department and institution, with a very 
few exceptions, and this work will be entirely completed within three 
or four weeks. 

Descriptions of about three thousand positions have been secured 
by personal interview and correspondence, and are now on file in the 
Efficiency Division. The Division is now ready to begin the actual work 
of classifying and grading positions in the service. 

Many departments have been charted to show lines of authority, 
lines of promotion, division of work, summary of the functions of each 
division, the duties and responsibilities of each employe, titles of all 
positions, inconsistencies in salaries and faults of organization, total 
personal service budget, and distribution of the budget. 

Tentative classification and grading for stenographic, engineering, 
inspecticMi, accounting and clerical services have already been worked 
out. The Division expects to have all the major positions in the state 
service classified and graded, and the information put in form for the 
budget Commissioner or Legislature within a year from the present 
time. 

Upon this information will be based examination standards and the 
grading and classification of the service. It will be necessary, before 
classes and grades can finally be established, to take up each department 
separately, give a hearing to the department head and each employe, 
and make additional notes on. our description of duties. 

We must establish beyond question the grade of each position. 
When employes and department heads have had a hearing and have 
been allowed to contribute all the evidence, there can be no objection 
when grades are finally determined. 

It is safe to say that the work already done by this Division has 
resulted in the saving of $200,000 per annum to the state. The testi- 
mony given before the Howard Probe Committee of the last Legisla- 
ture demonstrated what can be accomplished along this line. 
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Although it demonstrated how easily the state can save money 
through scientific analysis and grading of the civil service, it did not 
make the work easier, naturally, because of the opposition of those who 
were affected by the revelation of conditions. 

It is planned by the Division to work quietly in the future — 
obtaining information without reference to salary and without publicity, 
and to submit the resuhs to the Budget Commissioner or the Legislature 
for definite action. 

In connection with this work, we will have secured a vast amount 
of information in regard to the organization and efficiency of depart- 
ments as a whole, in addition to w^hat \vt already have on file. 

When the preliminary work of the Division is completed, we will 
have : 

First, an index arranged alphabetically by titles of positions, showing title 
and number of positions of this title in the entire service, and departments or 
divisions where such positions are found. 

Second, a general index arranged by classes and grades, showing each title 
in the service, its class and grade, the total number of these positions in the 
service, legal requirements, examination requirements, physical requirements, ex- 
perience desired and general duties. 

Third, a departmental classification analyzed by departments, showing title, 
class, grade, number of positions of each class, grade and title in each depart- 
ment, and the specific duties of that department. 

The determining factors in recommending salaries to the Budget 
Commissioner or Legislature will be: 

L An appraisement of the value of the work based upon the compensa- 
tion paid for similar work elsewhere. 

2. The type of employes wanted from the standpoint of experience and 
education. 

3. The experience of the Civil Service Commission in examining and certi- 
fying for the positions in question. (Many individuals having desirable 
qualifications will not compete for some of the positions at prevailing 
salaries). 

4. The state should be a model employer. 

These studies and records will furnish the state government: 

(1) Exact information needed to obtain for the state a dollar's worth 
of service for every dollar appropriated for personal service. 

(2) Conditions of employment more certain and attractive, bringing 
about co-operation and contentment of employes, and attracting to 
the public service more highly trained and competent persons in 
each trade, calling, vocation, or profession. 

(3) Exact information on which to base appropriations for personal 
service. 

(4) Exact information on which the Civil Service will base its require- 
ments for the competitive positions, its entrance and promotional 
examinations, transfers, individual efficiency, records, etc. 

(5) Information on which to base studies of work and methods with a 
view to eliminating duplication of activities and the consequent high 
cost of government.

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(6) Information for the benefit of the public showing the requirements 
of each branch of the state service as a guide for those who are 
preparing for entrance into the service and subsequent advancement. 

(7) Information that will make it possible to base compensation upon 
the value of the service performed — value to be determined from 
study of the compensation for similar services in private business 
firms and corporations. 

(8) Information that will make it possible to substitute for the present 
unsatisfactory methods of increasing salaries, a system of regular 
periodical increases in compensation, based upon length of service 
and satisfactory efficiency records. 

(9) Information on which to base definite lines of promotion within the 
various grades where work done in a less important grade is a 
natural preparation for the next higher. 

As a means of insuring the fairness of this work and placing it 
beyond the charge of partisanship, we have been fortunate enough to 
secure an advisory efficiency board, composed of the following well- 
known persons, who have expressed their willingness to discuss and 
pass final judgment on our plans:

An excellent foundation has been laid in our study of duties and 
departmental methods, and we feel confident that the information will 
be of untold financial value either to the present administration, if you 
see fit to urge the classification and grading upon department heads at 
this time, or to the Budget Commissioner or the next Legislature.

THE NEW LAW. 

We will not attempt to discuss the merits or demerits of the new 
law. Most of its provisions are similar to those of the former law. 
which has been discussed in previous reports. It does seem advisable, 
however, to call attention to some of the more important respects in 
which the new law differs from the old, and to set forth our attitude 
toward the enforcement of such sections. 

Section 486-3 of the law provides for appointment of two commis- 
sioners, who shall not be adherents of the same political party. The old 
law provided for three commissioners, not more than two of whom 
should belong to the same political party. Under the present law, the 
concurrence of both Commissioners is necessar\' to the transaction of 
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business. The new law also provides that both Commissioners shall 
devote their full time to the duties of the office. 

Section 7 contains a provision that the Commission shall prepare, 
continue, and keep in its office a complete roster of all persons in the 
classified service. Such a roster is already provided and, is rapidly being 
completed. 

Sections 486-17 and 17-a provide for appeal to the Civil Service 
Commission by persons in the classified service who have been reduced 
in pay or position, laid off, suspended, discharged, or discriminated 
against by the appointing officer. This is a provision which has been, 
much debated by civil service reformers, and one upon which no general 
agreement has been reached. 

It is claimed by many that the requirement of a formal hearing in 
every case is too rigid and unduly restrictive, that it protects the employe 
rather than the public service, and may be said to give a special privi- 
lege to those in the classified service. It is probable, however, that in 
operation the hearings by the Civil Service Commission have not pre- 
vented the removal of persons against whom porper complaint has been 
made. This provision might encourage lax and inefficient service, which 
falls short of the point where formal charges can be sustained. It 
might tend, too, to disorganize and -disrupt a department, should a sub- 
ordinate be reinstated to a deperatment after a hard-fought hearing. 

The Commission recognizes that subordination and discipline are 
essential as well as harmony and co-operation, and that dismissal for 
just cause should not be unduly hampered. Discipline should not in any 
case be impaired by this Commission. Hearings in all cases should be 
prompt, and in most cases should not be too formal and expensive. 

When the work of the Efficiency Division of this Commission is 
developed to a point where definite records of performance are kept, it 
is probable that many hearings will be forestalled, and that department 
heads may find the Commission a convenient body upon which to throw 
the burden in particularly disagreeable cases. Supervising officers, if 
acting in good faith, would thus find the Commission a valuable aux- 
iliary in enforcing discipline. Regardless of opinions to the contrary, 
however, this provision seems to be serving a good purpose at this time 
in preventing unjust removals. Your Commission understands fully 
that it should be enforced with great care and discretion in order to do 
justice to all. 

Section 486-8 provides for a number of exemptions from the classi- 
fied service, in addition to those provided in the old law. Some of these 
exemptions are very wisely provided, and it is probable that they have 
served a useful purpose in removing great political pressure from the 
Commission, and have somewhat lessened the antagonism of partisans 
against civil service enforcement. 

Some portions of this section seem to imply certain discretionary 
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powers upon the part of the Commission. Such discretionary power, 
however, is not clearly defined and we have used it very sparingly, and 
we are seeking the advice of the Attorney General on all doubtful points 
as they arise. Our experience has demonstrated the importance of 
keeping fully within the letter and spirit of the law, and we are making 
every effort to have our powers defined as to the lawful application of 
the provisions of this section. 

The last paragraph, providing for the registration of labor, will un- 
doubtedly simplify the qualification of laborers for appointment to the 
service and will aid the Commission in solving one of the most difficult 
problems in civil service administration. 

Section 486-10 provides that any soldier or sailor who has served 
in the army or navy of the United States in the War of the Rebellion, 
who was honorably discharged therefrom, and is a resident of. Ohio, 
may file with the Civil Service Commission a certificate of service and 
honorable discharge^ whereupon his name shall be placed upon an eligible 
list by the Commission, from which eligible list he may be appointed to 
any position in the Civil Service of the state which the apix>inting power 
may deem him qualified to fill. Under this provision, we have established 
a veterans* eligible list upon which many veterans have been registered, 
and from which quite a number have been certified and appointed. Since 
the Commission is not to examine veterans registered in this way, and 
can not, therefore, know anything about their special qualifications, this 
provision is interpreted by us to mean that we are to certify such veter- 
ans only upon request of appointing officers. We are, of course, only 
too glad to certify from this list whenever a request comes, and are 
pleased to find that appointments from the certifications already made 
are well deserved. 

Section 486-11 provides for the payment of a fee of fifty cents by 
applicants for positions where the annual salary exceeds six hundred 
dollars and is less than one thousand dollars, and a fee of one dollar 
where the annual salary is one thousand dollars or more. 

Under this section we have already received eleven hundred and five 
dollars ($1,105), ^"d while it is not to be expected that this provision 
will make the Commission self-supporting, it will undoubtedly materially 
lessen the cost to the state of this department and, in addition, will serve 
a useful purpose in preventing competition by those who have no special 
qualifications for positions for which examinations are scheduled. Inas- 
much as fees paid by applicants must be paid at once into the State 
Treasury, the Commission has adopted a rule that after applications are 
accepted, fees shall not, under any circumstances, be returned or trans- 
ferred to other examinations, unless the applicant is prevented from com- 
peting or qualifying by action of the Commission itself, or its employes. 

Section 486-31 provides that all persons in the classified service 
who have not passed a regular competitive examination, or who have 
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not been in the service for seven years next preceding Januar>' i, 1915, 
shall be certified to the appointing officer along with three persons from 
an eligible list, and that if such person is reappointed after this certifica- 
tion, he shall be deemed an appointee within the provisions of this Act. 
Until proper eligible lists are created from which to certify to the respec- 
tive positions, such non-compctitives may be retained provisionally. 

This section has thrown hundreds of positions open to competition, 
and, regardless of what critics may say, this competition is very real, so 
far as the Civil Service Commission is concerned. We have held and 
are holding as rapidly as possible open competitive examinations to create 
lists from which to certify to such positions. When this work is accom- 
plished, it ought forever settle any charge that incumbents of classified 
positions in Ohio have been selected for any reasons other than merit 
and fitness. Contrary to expectations, a surprisingly large number of 
non-competitives have been reappointed after certification with persons 
from eligible lists. 

EXCEPTIONAL APPOINTMENTS. 

In accordance with the provisions of paragraph two of Section 486- 
14, of the Civil Service Law, the following resolutions, in regard to 
deputies and assistants in the Department of the State Fire Marshal, 
were adopted, and exceptional appointments allowed, by the unanimous 
vote of the Commission : 

"Whereas, the State Civil Service Commission, having conducted a careful 
investigation as to the duties imposed by law and practice upon the incumbents 
of the positions known as Deputy Firse Marshals and Assistant State Fire Mar- 
shals, in the department of the State Fire Marshal, and having received the 
opinion of the Attorney General with respect thereto, makes the following find- 
ing and determination in the premises: 

"Whereas, it is found that as a matter of fact all subordinates in the 
department of the • State Fire Marshal, having the rank of deputy or assistant, 
perform identically the same duties, and that in addition thereto one person em- 
ployed as an electrician, and one as chief inspector have been serving as assistants. 

"Whereas, it is found, as a matter of fact, that the duties thus discharged 
by such persons are. in practice, of a confidential character in that the operations 
of these subordinate officers and employes are conducted in secret and the evidence 
which they secure cannot be communicated to any person other than their superior 
officers or the Prosecuting Attorney, and is used in procuring indictments against 
criminals. It is further found that the secret service operations of such persons 
involve the securing of evidence of the crime of arson which is one of the most 
difficult crimes to detect. 

"Whereas, It is determined, as a matter of law, that both the deputies and 
assistants of the State Fire Marshal are in the same category for the purpose of 
determining whether or not they are respectively within the classified service of 
the state; and that except as to the First Deputy State Fire Marshal, no deputy 
or assistant is authorized to act generally for or in place of his principal; so 
that neither such deputies nor said assistant are in the unclassified service of the 
state civil service by reason of the express provisions of paragraph 8, Section 8, 
of the Civil Service Act of 1913. 
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"Whereas, it is found that the powers and duties vested in and imposed 
upon both said deputies and said assistants by law, as well as those discharged 
by them in practice, are such as to make their positions and the relation which 
they sustain to their principal or superior officer of a confidential nature. 

"Resolved, therefore, that it is impracticable to ascertain the merit and fit- 
ness of applicants for the positions of Deputy State Fire Marshals, Assistant 
State Fire Marshals, electrician, and chief inspector by competitive examination, 
sintre no competitive examination, based either on experience or written test is, 
in the judgment of the Commission, capable of disclosing the discreetness and 
integrity required of an incumbent of that position, or the ability to acquire 
information which is inherently difficult to ascertain, which must be possessed 
by the incumbents of such position. 

"Resolved further, for the reasons aforesaid, that the positions hereinbefore 
referred to are not in the classified service of the state designated as the com- 
petitive class thereof." 

Also acting under the authority of paragraph two of Section 486-14 
of the Civil Service Law, the State Civil Service Commission unanim- 
ously adopted the following resolutions authorizing the Public Utilities 
Commission to employ certain persons to inspect the files and papers of 
the Akron. Canton and Youngstown Railway Company, et al., defendants: 

"Whereas, it appears that the Public Utilities Commission of Ohio will be 
required to employ certain persons to make certain inspection and copy of papers 
and files of parties defendant in the matter of complaint of District No. 6 (Ohio) 
United Mine Workers of America. Complainants, vs. The Akron, Canton and 
Youngstown Railway Company, et al. Defendants, being Complaint No. 571 now 
pending before said Commission, and 

"Whereas, the Public Utilities Commission has filed with the State Civil 
Service Commission of Ohio a general statement of the duties that will be per- 
formed in connection with this work, this Commission finds that there is no 
appropriate eligible list from which appointment for such duties could be made. 

"Whereas, it is further found that said positions will require peculiar and 
exceptional qualifications of a scientific, managerial, professional and educational 
character, and because of said special qualifictions the Civil Service Commission 
is of the opinion that in said case it. is impracticable to make a selection by 
competitive examination and that it will be necessary to appoint persons of high 
and recognized attainments for the purpose of performing said duties. 

"Resolved therefore, that the provisions of the law requiring competition in 
said* matter be suspended and that the Public Utilities Commission of Ohio be 
authorized to appoint Conway H. Hillman, Wm. J. Purdy, Wm. J. Warren and 
W. Wyantt for the purpose of making inspection and copies of papers and files 
in connection with the above mentioned case, without competitive examination. 
This resolution, however, shall not be general in its character and shall apply 
only to these specific appointments and said Public Utilities Commission is re- 
quired to report to this Commission any appointment made by virtue of the 
authority hereby conferred."

Hon. Albert S. Fenzel, City Solicitor, Middletoum, Ohio. 
Dear Sir: 

I acknowledge receipt of your letter of February 1st upon the follow- 
ing questions : 

1. "Has a Humane Officer the right to appeal to the Civil Service 
Commission upon dismissal? 

2. "After a Humane Officer has been chosen by the Humane Society, 
and the mayor of the city has signed his commission as humane 
officer, can the mayor recall his signature to the humane officer's 
commission at any time he desires, thus revoking this officer's com- 
mission ?" 

The status of the humane society agent appointed for a municipal cor- 
poration is peculiar. It appears that this agent is not an officer of the 
municipal corporation at all, though his compensation is to be paid by the 
municipality. In the first instance, he is an officer or agent of the society. 
Gearly he is an appointee of the society, and not of the municipality. The 
power of the mayor, to be exercised in connection with his appointment, is 
not that of appointment, but that of confirmation. Now, the tenure of 
office of such agent is not prescribed by any provision of the law. Upon 
elementary principles, then, such agent holds his office at the pleasure of 
the appointing authority. Inasmuch as the appointing power consists of both 
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the humane society and the mayor, that is, the concurrence of both is nec- 
essary to affect an appointment, I am of the opinion that a like concurrence 
is necessary to effect removal. That is to say, the mayor can, by no act 
of his, create a vacancy in the position of agent of the humane society, nor, 
on the other hand, could the humane society itself by any act of the society, 
create such a vacancy. In, short, that a removal under these sections may be 
complete, the humane society must act in the first instance, and the mayor 
must either approve the action, or signify his approval thereof by approving 
the appointment of a successor to the agent. From what has been said, it 
follows, of course, that the humane officer is not an officer of the municipal 
corporation. Accordingly no question could arise as to such officer's being 
in the civil service. I am accordingly of the opinion, that upon proper re- 
moval in the manner just described, the humane officer has no appeal to 
the Civil Service Commission of the city. And I am of the opinion, for 
the reasons above stated, that the mayor of the city may not by recalling 
his signature to the humane officer's commission, or by any other- single act. 
revoke such commission and thus effect the removal of the officer.

Result: Charges not sustained; the appeal dismissed. 

Jacob Bower, painter, vs. Mrs. Margaret McNamara, Chief Matron, Girls' 
Industrial Home. 

Charge: That complainant had been ilegally dismissed as such painter in 
violation of Section 486-17 of the Civil Service Law. 

Result: Found that the complaint was fully sustained by the testimony and 
the complainant ordered to be reinstated. Reinstatement refused by abolishing 
the position. 

Henry F. Hampshire. Inspector of Public Highways, vs. Clinton S. Cowen, 
State Highway Commissioner. 

Charge: That complainant had been wrongfully separated from the public 
service as Inspector of Highways in Pickaway County. 

Result: Found that as a result of spite work the Highway Commissioner 
had been misinformed and Mr. Hampshire was restored to his former position. 

S. M. Paxton, night laborer, vs. B. W. Hough, Adjutant General of Ohio. 

Charge: That the complainant had been illegally dismissed as night laborer 
at the State House. 

Result: The complaint was not sustained and the appeal dismissed. 

Z. R. Jackson, janitor, vs. C. Q. Hildebrant, Secretary of State. 

Charge: That Z. R. Jackson had been illegally discharged as janitor accord- 
ing to Section 486-31 of the Civil Service Law. 

Result: The evidence produced did not sustain the contention and the appeal 
was dismissed.

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CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 



Adopted and in force January 2^, 1916. 



RULE I. 

I>KFIXITIOX OF TERMS. 

The several terms hereinafter mentioned which are not specifically defined 
by the Civil Service Law, and as used in these rules, and in any regulations in 
force thereimder, shall be construed as follows : — 

L The word "weights" as used in connection with examinations indicates 
the relative importance of the subjects of examination on a percentage basis. 

2. The terms "eligible lists" and "eligible register" designate the list or lists 
from which certification for original appohitment is to be made. 

3. The word "seniority" refers to the length of term of service in the posi- 
tion held. 

RULE II. 

()K(..\\lZATIOX AM) ADMIMSTKATIOX. 

Section 1. Divisio.v of Duties. 
At any meeting the Commission may assign defined duties to each member 
of the Commission. Any actions thereunder, however, shall at all times be re- 
ported to the full Commission, and be subject to its revocation or approval. 

Section 2. Meetings. 

Regular meetings of the Commission shall be held at the office of the Com- 
mission daily, or as often as may be necessary for the prompt transaction of all 
business. Special meetings may be called by the Chairman, to be held at any 
place within the State of Ohio, provided that either personal or written notice 
be given the other member in time to attend such meeting. 

Section 3. Amendments. 

Changes proposed in the rules shall be presented in writing at least one 
week before final action by the Commission, unless this section be unanimously 
suspended. 

RULE III. 

CLASSIFICATIOX. 

Section 1. Classification of the Service. 

All offices and places of employment in the state service, except those ex- 
empted by law from the provisions of the State Civil Service Act, shall be classi- 
fied as rapidly as the work of the Efficiency Division of this Commission reveals 
the proper classification. 

Section 2. Titles. 

Titles of all positions in the classified service shall be as nearly as possible 
descriptive of duties attached thereto, and indicative of the character thereof, and 
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shall be the same for all offices and places requiring the same kind of service, 
regardless of location of employment. A change of title shall not operate to 
remove an officer or employe from the classification or grade of his position 
unless the duties of the position are changed. 

RULE IV. 

APPLICATIONS. 

Section 1. Filing Applications. 

All applications must he filed three days before the date of examination. The 
form of application shall be fixed by regulation of the Commission, but the Com- 
mission may at any time prescribe a special form of application for any exam- 
ination. 

Section 2. Ace and Residence. 

Except as otherwise hereinafter provided, no examination for any position 
in the classified service shall be open to a person who is not of legal age, and 
who has not been an actual resident of the State of Ohio, and a citizen thereof, 
for at least one year next preceding the date of examination ; provided that the 
Commission may by order in its minutes waive the provisions of this rule. 

Naturalized citizens must produce for inspection by the Chief Examiner, their 
certificates of naturalization. 

Section 3. Loss of Papers. 

In case of loss of citizen papers, or of honorable discliarge. by fire or other- 
wise, any one of the following proofs will be accepted, supplementing the affidavit 
of the applicant in question : 

(a) Certification from the records of the court where the papers were orig- 
inally issued, or of the War Department. 

(b) The affidavit of a citizen of the United States, and a freeholder of at 
least five years' residence in Ohio to the effect that he knows the said 
applicant to have been in possession of his second naturalization paper 
at or about a certain time. 

(c) The affidavit of a citizen of the United States, and a freeholder of at 
least five years' residence, or the certificate of the clerk of any court of 
record, under the seal of said court, to the effect that said applicant has 
served as a juror in said court. 

In the case of a Union veteran who desires to qualify for appoint- 
ment under the provisions of Section 4J^<i-lo of the Civil Service Law, 
the affidavit of one of his comrades in arms that he knows him to 
have served in the United States Army or Xavy in the War of the 
Rebellion, and to have an honorable discharge from that service. 

Section 4. Charactcr and Fitness of Applicant. 

Every applicant must furnish proof of good character, temperate habits, 
sound health, and physical ability to perform the duties of the position to which 
he seeks appointment. Satisfactory information produced at any time to tlie 
Civil Service Commission, either before or after examination, of the bad char- 
acter, physical disability, dissolute habits, immoral conduct, or of any criminal 
or disreputable act or conduct of such a|)plicant. or of his dismissal for good 
cause from any branch of the pul)Hc service, shall be sufficient to exclude him 
from examination, or to remove his name from anv eligible list. All statements 
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submitted by applicants as to character and fitness shall be subject to investiga- 
tion by the Civil Service Commission. 

Section 5. Fal.se Statements. 

Fraudulent conduct or false statements by an applicant, or by others with 
his connivance, in any application or examination shall be deemed cause for the 
exclusion of said applicant from any examination, or for removal of his name 
from the eligible register, or for discharge from the service after certification; 
provided that the name of no person shall be removed from a register of eligibles, 
nor shall any person be dismissed from the service under this section without his 
having an opportunity to be heard in his own behalf. 

Cases of applicants for examination who have been previously discharged 
from the service of the state or who are said to be of unfit character, shall be 
brought to the attention of the Commission for its action. 

Section 6. Fees. 

Every applicant for a position in the classified service must pay at the time 
his application is submitted, the fee provided by Section 486-11 of the General 
Code. No fee thus paid shall be returned under any circumstances after the 
application has been accepted, unless the applicant is prevented from qualifying 
or competing by act of the Commission itself or its employes. 

Section 7. Changing Applications for Other Examinations. 

An applicant who has filed an application for an examination may be per- 
mitted to change the same for another examination in the same class for which 
applications are being received, provided that such change shall be made before 
the examination originally applied for has been held. Date of change shall de- 
termine date of filing. 

Section 8. Publication of Applicants' Names. 

Names of applicants shall not be made public prior to examination except 
by permission of the Commission. 

RULE V. 

EX.AMINATIONS. 

Section 1. Examination Districts. 

Examinations may be held under the direction of the Commission at any 
place within the State of Ohio, and the same shall be designated in the notice 
thereof. The Commission may by regulation divide the state into examination 
districts, and designate the place within such districts where examinations may 
be held. 

Section 2. Scope: Subjects and Weights Thereof. 

The Commission shall, by its regulations, prescribe the subjects of each 
examination and the relative weights to be attached thereto, provided that any 
such regrulation must have been adopted prior to the date of such examination. 

Section 3. Physical Examination. 

Whenever in the judgment of the Commission physical qualifications are of 
special importance, the candidate shall be required to pass a physical examination, 
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and be certified as qualified in such respect, either before admission to the exam- 
ination, or before recording on an appropriate eligible list, or before certification 
for appointment, as the Commission may deem advisable. 

When required by the Commission, applicant must furnish the voucher of a 
licensed physician who has personal knowledge, either from medical treatment or 
from examination, as to the applicant's physical condition and habits. 

Section 4. Admitting Applic.\nts to Examinations. 

No applicant shall be admitted to any assembled examination more than thirty 
minutes after the advertised time for beginning such examination, or after any 
applicant competing in any such examination has completed his work and left, the 
examination room, except by special permission of the Commirsion or Chief 
Examiner. 

Section o. Extension of Time in Examin.\tions. 

Xo applicant in any examination shall be given a longer time on any subject 
than prescribed by the Civil Service Commission when examination questions are 
approved. 

Section 6. Visitors at Examinations. 

No visitors shall be admitted to the examination room during any examina- 
tion except by special permission of the Civil Service Commission or the Chief 
Examiner. 

Section 7. Inspection of Papers by Applicants. 

Papers submitted by competitors in any examination shall not be open to 
inspection or criticism by persons other than the Commissioners themselves, the 
Chief Examiner, authorized clerks and examiners of the Commission, or an ex- 
aminer or examiners duly authorized by the Governor for such purpose; pro- 
vided, however, that any competitor shall have the right at any time within three 
months after the posting of any eligible list, upon application to the Commis- 
sion or to the Chief Examiner, to inspect his own papers and inform himself as 
to the markings given him on each subject or question. 

Section 8. Reviewing of Papers. 

No examination or papers connected therewith shall be submitted to review 

after posting of an eligible list resulting therefrom, except that the Commission 

may correct clerical errors of examiners at any time before the cancellation of 

such list ; provided, however, that no person theretofore certified from such list 

shall be displaced by reason of such correction, unless his standing is shown to be 

below the requirement established. 

? 

Section 9. Political or Religious Opinions. 

No question in any examination shall, in any way, relate to political or 
religious opinions or affiliation*?. 

Section 10. Examinations Postponed. 

Examinations, unless postponed, must be held upon dates fixed by the Com- 
mission in its advertisement. Examinations may be postponed only by order of 
the Commission, which Order shall designate the reason and fix a new date, not 
to exceed thirty days subsequent to the date originally set. 
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Section 11. Eligible Lists. 

An eligible list shall remain effective not more than two years. Except 
when otherwise ordered, the period of eligibility for any list shall be one year 
from the date of promulgation, but the Commission may, in its discretion, prior 
to the date of expiration of eligibility, extend the period of eligibility for any 
position or group, provided the total period of eligibility shall not exceed two 
years. 

The Commission may consolidate two or more eligible lists of the same 
kind by rearranging of eligibles named therein, according to their grades. 

RULE VL 

REQUISITIONS AND CERTIFICATION. 

Section.!. Vacancies and Requisition. 

(a) Selection for original appointment to all positions in the classified service 
not to be filled by promotion, reduction, transfer or reinstatement, shall be 
made in the following manner: 

The appointing ofiicer shall notify the Commission of the title of the 
position, duties to be performed, and the compensation to be paid. The Com- 
mission shall thereupon certify to such appointing officer from the list most 
nearly appropriate to such position, the three names at the head thereof; 
provided, however, that no such name shall be certified more than three times 
to the same appointing officer for the same or similar position. 

(b) If there be more than one vacancy to be filled the number of names to be 
certified shall be arrived at by multiplying the number of vacancies by five- 
thirds, and counting each additional one-third as one. and adding the same; 
provided, however, where certification is made by groups as aforesaid, the 
appointments may be made by appointing those standing highest on the list, 
but in case this is not done, then, beginning at the top of the list everyone 
who is not appointed must be considered three times in a group of three, 
and every time a group of three is considered one of said group must be 
appointed. 

When services are to be rendered of a temporary character and for a 
limited period, the appointing officer shall inform the Commission, stating the 
duration of such period, the rate of compensation, the authority for employ- 
ing such temporary service, and other conditions of employment, and may 
select for such employment one of the first three persons on an appropriate 
eligible list, who. after a notice of the conditions, are willing to accept certi- 
fication therefor. In case of acceptance of appointment for temporary 
service, the eligible so appointed shall retain all rights to certification for 
permanent appointment, as though no temporary appointment had been given. 

(c) Names having been certified three times to the same appointing officer shall 
in no case be included in future certification unless the appointing officer 
referred to makes request for, or the Commission by Resolution orders such 
additional certification. 

(d) Where vacancies are to be filled by promotion, the procedure shall be the 
same as that of original appointment, except that the Commission shall 
certify to the appointing officer only the name of the person standing highest 
on such list, for appointment to each position to be filled. 

(e) In positions where the nature of the public service requires employment of 
husband and wife jointly, both such persons must be eligible in order that 
either be certified. In such cases, position on the eligible register will be 
determined by the average of the grades of both. 
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Section 2. Certification. 

All eligibles certified to a position shall communicate wtih the appointing 
officer within five days from the time when the notice is made by the State Civil 
Service Commission. Failure on the part of any eligible to so communicate with 
the appointing officer will be considered a waiver of certification, and the Cora- 
mission upon request of the appointing officer will certify an additional name for 
each eligible failing to so communicate. 

An eligible who has declined an appointment because of the salary oflFered 
shall not thereafter be certified for a position at the same or less salary, except 
upon his written request to the Commission. 

Section 3. Sex Specified in Requests. 

Whenever the sex of those whose names are to be certified is fixed by law. 
rule or regulation, or is specified in the request for certification, the names of 
those of tlie sex so fixed or specified shall be certified, but in other cases certi- 
fication shall be made without regard to sex. 

Section 4. Waiver. 

The Commission may permit eligibles to waive appointment or reinstatement 
in cases where it considers the reasons given for such waiver good and sufficient, 
and where it is desirable to keep the name of the eligible on the list from which 
certification is made. 

Waivers must be filed with the Commission five days from date of certifi- 
cation and. if approved, the name of such eligible shall not be certified until the 
waiver has been withdrawn. Waivers, whether continuous or otherwise, shall not 
be permitted for more than one year. 

Skctiox 5. Reports ox Certifications. 

Within fifteen days from the date of receipt of any certification, the appoint- 
ing officer shall make a report thereon to the Civil Service Commission. When- 
ever one or more eligibles shall have declined any appointment at the salary 
offered, and an eligible whose relative standing is lower shall have been appointed 
to tlie position, the salary or compensation of such appointee shall not be increased, 
within a period of six months after his api>ointment. beyond that offered to the 
person so declining. 

A provisional appointment shall not be allowed to continue for more than 
fifteen days after certification has been made from which to make permanent 
appointment. 

Section G. Filli.n'g a Less Number of Vacancies Than Stated in Request. 

Whenever the appointing officer who shall have made a requisition to fill a 
certain number of vacancies shall appoint a number smaller than that of the 
vacancies named by him, he shall not make selection from the whole number 
certified to him. but only from that number of names standing highest upon the 
list that would have been certified to him had the requisition stated the number 
of vacancies which he actually filled. 

Section 7. Probation. 

The probationary period provided for in Section 486-13 of the Civil Service 
Law is hereby fixed at three months. 
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RULE VII. 

EFFICIEiVCV. 

Section 1. Standards of Service. 

The Commission shall from time to time: 
« (a) Ascertain the duties imposed by law and practice upon particular groups 
of appointees, the manner in which these duties are performed, the cost 
thereof to the state, the system and conditions under which such groups 
transact public business, the number of officers and employes engaged 
upon particular duties, and such other facts as shall enable the Com- 
mission to determine and compare the actual efficiency with the effici- 
ency which ought fairly to be expected of the groups, and of the indi- 
viduals in each group, 
(b) Ascertain and record the standard of efficiency, which standard shall 
be based on the marking of 80 per cent. The minimum grade on effi- 
ciency shall be 70 per cent. Any officer or employe in the classified 
service whose grade in efficiency at any time falls below this minimum, 
will be subject to removal by reason of such grade. 

Section 2. Efficiency Records. 

Records of efficiency of appointees in the classified service shall be kept by 
the Commission, and shall contain markings derived from reports of depart- 
ments or bureaus or from investigations by the Commission. The Commission 
shall, from time to time, by written order recorded in the minutes, prescribe 
subjects or factors to be used in determining efficiency markings, provide a sched- 
ule of demerits based on attendance and discipline, and assign weights to such 
factors and demerits. The subjects or factors prescribed shall be based upon 
the duties of the particular position to which they apply, shall be uniform for all 
positions having similar duties, and shall be such as will fairly test the quality and 
amount of service performed, and the weights assigned shall be such as will 
represent fairly their relative value. 

Section 3. Markings Entered by Commission. 

The Commission retains to itself exclusive authority in entering markings 
upon efficiency records in the following cases : 

(a) Any final average of more than 85 or less than 75. 

(b) Any markings on subjects involving tests of health and physical fit- 
ness for duty. 

No marking in any of the classes or cases over which the Commission re- 
tains exclusive jurisdiction shall be entered upon an efficiency record until after 
an investigation of the facts on which it may be based shall have been made, 
and the markings approved by the Commission and reported to the head of the 
Department involved. 

RULE VIII. 

PROMOTION. 

Section 1. Method of Promotion. 

Whenever a vacancy in the classified service exists, unless such vacancy is 
filled by reinstatement or transfer, it shall be filled by promotion from the next 
lower rank or grade, when such rank or grade contains two or more eligible per- 
sons desirous of taking examination. Promotion shall be accomplished by means 
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of competitive examination wherever practicable. Should not more than one 
eligible candidate register, or should all candidates fail to pass, the Commission 
may combine lower grades for the purpose of promotional examination, or may 
call original entrance examinations. In the absence of defined lines of promotion 
the Commission may allow promotion of individuals without competitive examina- 
tion where the duties performed are a natural preparation for the better positions ; 
provided, however, that in all such cases, satisfactory proof shall be presented that 
the promotion is deserved. 

Section 2. Eligibility. 

No person shall be eligible for promotion from a position in any grade to fill 
a vacancy in the next higher grade, unless the position in which he is employed 
at the time of examination is in the same line and character of work as the posi- 
tion to be filled, and unless such person has served in such grade by actual em- 
ployment for at least three months, unless otherwise prescribed by these rules, 
and is at the time of examination or promotion, actually employed in such grade, 
or is on leave of absence, or is eligible for reinstatement. 

Section 3. Notice and Applications. 

Notice of promotional examinations shall be given according to law, and 
shall be posted in the main office of the departments or bureaus in which the 
promotion may be made, for two weeks prior to such examination. Such notice 
shall give date and the character of the examination and shall indicate the grade 
or rank of those eligible thereto. Applicants for promotional examination shall 
register at the office of the Commission at least five days before the date fixed 
for the examination. 

Section 4. Seniority in Promotion. 

The weight given to seniority in promotional examinations shall in no case 
exceed one-tenth of the total weights of all subjects. Credit shall be given only 
for actual service in the grade or rank from which promotion is sought, whether 
such service be continuous or not. The marking to be entered for seniority shall 
be obtained by adding to the marking of 75 as follows : 

Each full year of the first three years of service 3. 

Each full year of the next six years bf service 1.5 

Each additional year of service (maximum of 14 years) .5 

Section 5. Efficiency in Promotion. 

The weight given to efficiency in any promotional examination shall in no 
case exceed two-tenths of the total weights. The marking to be entered for effi- 
ciency (except in classes having special rules covering determination of efficiency 
for promotional purposes) shall be obtained by averaging all monthly general 
efficiency ratings for the six months immediately preceding the examination. 
Where no efficiency records exist covering this period, the Commission shall in- 
vestigate and enter such marking as it may deem proper. The Commission may 
revise upward or downward the average efficiency markings of all employes in 
any department participating in such promotional examination, but such revision 
shall be on a pro rata basis, except that no employe shall be given a final efficiency 
average of more than 85 or less than 70. 

Section 6. Appointment Through Promotional Examination.. 

When a promotional examination has been completed and the results cer- 
tified to the appointing power, the person so certified as standing highest in said 
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promotional examination shall be -entitled to receive his appointment from said 
appointing power on or before the next regular pay day in said department in 
which said promotional examination was held, and on and after said next regular 
pay day any provisional appbintee or any acting incumbent of said position for 
which a promotional examination has been held shall vacate the position so held. 

Section 7. Promotions Probationary. 

All promotions shall be probationary but no person so promoted shall for- 
feit his former position until the promotional appointment shall have been made 
complete. 

RULE IX. 
REPORTS AND WITHDRAWALS. 

Section 1. Reports. 

The appointing officer or head of a department shall immediately report to 
the Civil Service Commission for its approval, the following : 

(a) Appointments, whether emergency, temporary, probationary, permanent 
or promotional. 

(b) Refusal oV neglect to accept appointment by a person who has been 
certified. 

(c) Changes in the_compensation of ranks or grades, or of officers or em- 
plojes serving under him. 

(d) Transfers or reinstatements desired. 

(e) Every vacancy, resignation, suspension, reduction or separation from 
the service under him. and its cause. 

(f) Efficiency markings of employes in his department, as provided in Rule 
VII. 

He shall further report to the Commission for its information, the following: 

(a) The creation or abolition of any office or place of employment in his 
department. 

(b) Changes in departmental organization. 

Section 2. Employes Shall Report. 

Any employe who has been certified and appointed and whose services have 
been terminated shall give immediate notice to the Commission of the termination 
of his employment. 

Section 3. Withdrawal of Report of Removal or Resignation. 

The Commission may permit the withdrawal of any report of removal or 
resignation, upon application of the appointing officer within sixty days after the 
filing and approval of same. 

RULE X. 

APPOINTMENTS, PROMOTIONS AND RETENTIONS. 

Appointments, promotions and retentions in the classified service of the state 
shall be determined on the basis of merit alone, and lack of merit shall be the 
only consideration in reductions and removals. 
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Section 1. Positions Abolished. 

Where a position in the state service has been abolished, the occupant of said 
position shall be placed at the head of an appropriate state eligible list, and may 
be certified from said state eligible list to a similar position in the county service 
in the county in which said occupant resides where no separate eligible list exists 
for said employment. And also where a position in the county service -is abolished, 
the occupant shall be placed at the head of an appropriate eligible list in and for 
said county. 

In cases where legislation makes necessary the restoration of a large number 
of names at once, the Commission may in its minutes make such provision for the 
placing of such persons on eligible lists as it may deem just and equitable to all 
concerned, which provision shall be recorded in the minutes. 

Section 2. Reinstatements in Eleemosynary Institutions. 

The superintendents of the eleemosynary institutions of the state may re- 
instate any former employe of any such institution with the consent of the State 
Civil Service Commission, provided the superintendent desiring so to reinstate 
first gives to the Civil Service Commission the facts connected wth the griven 
employe's leaving his former position together with a request for his reinstatement. 

Section 3. Separation from Service Without Misconduct. 

Any person holding an office or position under the classified service who has 
been separated from the service without delinquency or misconduct on his part 
may be reinstated by action of the Civil Service Commission within one year 
from the date of such separation to his relative place on the eligible list from 
which he was originally certified and, with the consent of the Commission, he may 
be reinstated to his former position or to a similar position in the same department. 

RULE XI. 
TRANSFERS. 

Section 1. Method of Transfer. 
Transfers for the good of the service may be made as follows: 

(a) For a period not exceeding thirty days, from one position to a similar 
position of the same class, grade and character of work, and having 
the same pay, within a department, without notice to the Commission. 

(b) From a position in one department to a position having the same pay 
and similar duties in another department, provided the heads of the 
two departments concerned shall make request therefor. 

(c) Where an employe becomes physically incapacitated for the perform- 
ance of his duties, the head of the department may, at the request of 
such employe, transfer him to a position in a lower grade which he has 
the ability to fill. 

Persons in the classified service of the state may be transferred from the 
state service to the county service of any county in which such employe holds 
legal residence. 

Transfers may be made with the consent of the Commission upon request 
of the head of the department to which transfer is to be made, provided that in 
all cases the approval of the head of the department from which transfer is being 
made is secured unless, in the judgment of the Commission, the good of the 
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service demands that the transfer be made whether approved by the latter named 
officer or not. 

All transfers, except as provided in paragraph (a) above, shall be subject 
to approval by the Civil Service Commission, and no transfer shall be made to 
avoid a lay-off in any department. 

Transfers shall not be allowed where the examination upon which the 
appointment of the employe was based was not of the character and standard to 
test the general fitness of such employes for the position to which it is proposed 
to make the transfer. 

Section 2. Salary Increase After Transfer. 

No person transferred from one position to another in the classified service, 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 486-16, shall be increased in salary 
within a period of six months from and after the date of such transfer. 

Section 3. Absence Without Leave. 

Absence from duty without leave for any time will be considered good. cause 
for dismissal. Absence from duty without leave for ten consecutive days shall be 
deemed a resignation from the service by the absentee, and upon a rport of such 
absence from the appointing power to the Civil Service Commission, the absentee 
shall be removed from the service of the state, and the fact of removal shall be 
entered in the official roster; provided, however, that if at any time within thirty 
days the person so absenting himself shall make satisfactory explanation to the 
Civil Service Commission of the cause of his absence, he may be reinstated to his 
position, with the consent of the appointing officer. 

Failure to* report after a leave has expired or has been disapproved or re- 
voked and cancelled by the Commission, shall be cause for discharge ; provided, 
however, that if the officer or employe so charged shall show to the satisfaction 
of the Commission that such absence or failure to report was excusable, the 
Commission may then order his reinstatement. 

Section 4. Reinstatement. 

Upon the expiration of a leave of absence, an officer or employe shall be 
reinstated in his position; provided, however, that if such absence with leave 
exceeds thirty days, or in the case of injury in service, sickness or other dis- 
ability, ninety days, and the position in the meantime has been filled by certifica- 
tion, he shall be reinstated only when a vacancy in the position of his legal civil 
service grade and of the same class, grade, salary, and character of work exists, 
and then in order of his seniority in the position. The person displaced by the 
reinstatement of an officer or employe absent with leave, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, shall have his name restored to the eligible list, in accordance with his 
seniority in the position. 

When any officer or employe has been i^iven a leave of absence in accord- 
ance with the rules of the Civil Service Commission, or has been laid off in 
accordance with said rules, the person taking such leave or the person so laid 
off shall have precedence for reinstatement from the eligible register of positions 
of the same class, grade and salary and of the same character of work, accord- 
ing to seniority in his position. Any officer or employe who secures a leave of 
absence or a lay-off contrary to the provisions of the rules of the Commission, 
shall forfeit his right to reinstatement in the service, and the vacancy shall be 
filled by certification of an eligible, in accordance with the provisions of Section 
13 of the Civil Service Act. 
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Any person holding a position or office under the classified service who has 
been separated from the service without delinquency or misconduct on his part, 
may be reinstated within one year from the date of such separation by the State 
Civil Service Commission to his relative place on the eligible list from which he 
was originally certified, and with the consent of the Commission' he may be re- 
instated to his former position or to a similar position in the same department. 

Where an officer or employe is holding an office or position in the classified 
service for which a definite term of office or employment is fixed by statute, and 
such term has expired, such officer or employe may be reinstated to such office 
or position, in accordance with Section 486-16 of the General Code. 

Whenever any position regarded as in the classified service is for any reason 
or by any action placed in the unclassified service, the name of the incumbent of 
such position, if such incumbent be holding the same in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Civil Service Law, shall be placed by the Commission at the head 
of an appropriate eligible list and for the period of at least one year shall be 
certified to appointing officers as other eligibles. 

Section 5. Lay-off. 

Whenever it becomes necessary in any department through lack of work or 
funds, or for other cause, to reduce the force in any employment, the person 
working in such department who was last certified for such employment shall be 
first laid off. Seniority of certification shall control in lay-off in cases of em- 
ployes transferred from one department to another, or reinstated in the service. 
This section shall not apply to positions in the common labor service (Class J), 
in which employes may be laid off without regard to seniority. 
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
